father, Frederick, coincides with the 
forty-second anniversary of the tri- 
umphal return of his grandfather at

More 
than once, during the past twenty-five 
vp-irs it has been the high privilege 
of your Majesty not only to exercise

Arraigns Congressmen

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Johnstown, Pa., June 16—-Members 


of congress were sharply arraigned 
today by Representative 
Bartholdt 


of Missouri in a speech at the Ger- 
man Day celebration, for their al- 
leged yielding attitude toward prohi- 
bition and other sumptuary legisla- 
tion. 
He took for his text "Person- 


al Liberty," and called on all "Lib- 
eral" citizens to join in a fight to 
"Offset the Puritan cause." 


"Are you aware that the last con- 
gress, 
composed of 
a Democratic 


house and Republican 
senate," he 


demanded, 
"passed 
a prohibition 


measure by more than a two thirds 
majority? and that the lawyers who 
constitute 8.". per cent of the mem- 
bership knew it was unconstitution- 
al and voted for it anyhow? 
It is 


a fact. 
"President Taft, true to his oath 


to defend the constitution had the 
courage to veto that bill, but the 
same two-thirds majority although 
they had taken exactly the same oath 
as the president, passed it over his 
veto. 
W(hen things ha\e come to 


fiiirh a pass that 
responsible law 
makers will overthrow the constitu- 
tion for a popular fad. do >ou not 
agree with me that our liberties, for 
•which the constitution is our only 
protection, are in the greatest possi- 
ble danger?" 


The Missourian declared the strug 


gles of the age in the United States 
were between the Puritan and Rlue 
Laws on tho one hand and tho pleas 
lire loving and liberal people on thf 
Other. 
He denounced the collection

over our lawmakers and urging them 
on to pass more and more restrictive 
]aws.—laws, which in their mistaken 
zeal, they believe will make the peo- 
ple good. 


"I do not exaggerate, my friends, 


when 1 say, that if this movement is 
not slopped and stopped 
soon the 


American people will find themselves 
wrapped up in a network of 'dont's' 
which will completely hamper their 
freedom of action 
'And instead of

the message today. It is about 1200 
words long and urges immediate re- 
vision of the banking and currency 
laws. 


The pr*fident expects the currency 


bill to be launched in both houses of 
congress some time this week. 
It 


•epresents the administrations views 
and, according to Mr. Wilson1 himself, 
will be "no man's bill," but the re- 
sources of common council among 
currency advocates, 
whose sugges- 


ions were condensed and formulated 
jy Secretary McAdoo of the treasury 
department, and Chairmen Owen and 
jlass of HIP senate and house bank- 
ng committees respectively. 


The president was undecided as to 


whether his message would be pre- 
sented to congress in advance of the 
iiirrency bill or whether both would 
be made public about the same time. 


The impression prevailed, how- 


ever, that the bill would 
be intro- 


duced in both houses by Wednesday" 
or Thursday of fhis week, and that 
tne president will 
pronounce 
his 


views to congress about June 23. 


The president did 
declare, how- 


ever, today thaWhere were no es- 
sential variations among the loading 
Democrats whom he consulted. 
As 


to the intimation from tho capitol 
that currency legislation was n«t de- 
sired at this session, tho president 
declared no such 
information 
had 


been' convoyed to him. 
His impres- 


sion was that the need of the cur- 
rency legislation was recognized but 
that the only objection raised agnnst 
its enactment at the extra session 
was the approaching hot season.

The membership 
of the association last year increased 
from 34,283 to 37,913, while the mem- 
bership of fifty-two constituent associ- 
ations during the year grew from 70,- 
201 to 70,538 according to the report 
of Secretary Dr. Alexander Craig oC 
Chicago. There are 20,001 component 
county societies, 
organized in 2,163 


counties in the United States. 


The report of the board of trustees 


showed the business of the association, 
to lie 
in a prosperous 
condition, 


^pecial attention was given to 
the 


work of the Journal of the American, 
Medical Association in investigating 
and prosecution of frauds and nos- 
trum. 


The patent medicine business 
and 


quackery has become so serious and 
widespread that a world wide effort is

The lightning struck first In California, where tha 


Woodrow Wilson 
bi-partisan railroad machine had just been overthrown. 
In 1911 the progressive members of both parties, who 


were now in control, looked around for the best means of making the results 
of the election of 1910 permanent, that is, of keeping the existing machine out 
of politics and forestalling any similar organization. The leaders at once took 
up the Short Ballot idea and mad* it the first specific plank in their plat- 
form. Governor Johnson emphasized it in his message and put his influence 
behind several Legislative Short Ballot measures. 
Four of these were passed 


without great difficulty. 


Three of these respectively removed from the ballot the State Printer, the 


Clerk of the Supreme Court and the members of the Railroad Commission. 
This latter board had been made elective years before se that the people 
could control it. Result:—The commissioners were hidden away among forty 
to fifty other officers on the ballot and for a generation devoted themselves 
exclusively to the neglect of their duties and the drawing of their salaries. 


The fourth of these California measures gave the people power to apply 


the Short Ballot principle in the counties by adopting local charters suited to 
their local needs. Within less than a year under this new right the county of 
Los Angeles adopted an instrument under which there were cut off, at a 
stroke, thirteen of these petty clerical offices, which had been the centre of 
so much ill-directed party activity and inefficiency. 
It was provided that in 


future they should be appointed on the basis of merit and not Sfr party ser- 
vice. 
The county supervisors were given real control over the machinery 


of organization just as in the commission plan cities. 


Another State which has made progress toward the Short Ballot is Ohio. 


In preparation for the constitutional convention which met in that State 
last year, the Municipal Association of Cleveland prepared a most careful 
analysis of the State government and proposed a measure which would 
lemove from the State ticket the minor executives, Including the Secretary of 
State Treasurer, Auditor, Attorney General and Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner. The favorable way in which th? measure was received led its friends 
to suppose that it would be submitted to the people, along with the forty 
other progressive proposals. When, however, It was brought to a vote, it was 
found that forty-seven of the one hundred and twenty delegates were opposed 
to submitting this proposition to the people. Their cry was, "It will give 
the Governor too much power." (They were not opposed to giving exactly th« 
.,arne amount of power to the irresponsible party "boss" who had actually 
made the appointments to minor State offices under the long ballot system.) 
The dpfpat of the measure disappointed the people and last fall all three 
political parties in Ohio went on record in favor of the Short Ballot in their 


platforms. 


In the spring of 1913 the friends of the measure made It more complete by 


adding amendments to make It possible for the people of the several counties 
to adopt a Short Ballot form of county government and providing that repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature should be selected singly by districts instead 
of in big bunches by counties. 


When the Legislators assembled this spring and the proposition was put 


up to them in concrete form, many of them repudiated both the party promises 
and their personal written pledges. 
And the movement was checked again. 


The Short Ballot bills will now be put before the people by Initiative. 


Michigan went through a similar experience last March. There the Senate 


voted unanimously to submit to the people a proposition to apply the princ,- 
pTpto the heads of departments in the State. The State House of Represents 
lives, however, defpat»d It.

with a company of seedy adventurers 
to the West Indies. There was much 
work and small reward at first. But 
he kept on. Through trade and rob- 
bery he had picked up enough money 
by 1515 to settle near the new city of 
Panama as a farmer. It was a laugh- 
able anti-climax to his visions 
of 


wealth. But Plzarro was not the sort 
of man to be laughed at. 


As soon as he could scrape together 


a little capital he formed a partner- 
ship with another adventurer, Araal- 
gro, and a priest named Luque, and 
went in search of fortune. The expe- 
dition was a failure. But in the course 
of it Plzarro heard of a southern 
country—Peru—where gold was said 
to be as cheap as iron. He raided the 
Peruvian coasts, but gathered scanty 
spoils. 


Nevertheless, he believed he was at 


last on the right track. He went to 
Spain to get money and royal author- 
ity for further explorations. In Seville 
he was thrown in prison for debt. His 
career seemed to be at an end. But 
he managed to Interest the king of 
Spain in his schemes. The king re- 
leased him and gave him a royal com- 
mission to conquer Peru. He set forth 
and, in 1631, began his Invasion of the 
gold land. 


Using a civil war In Peru to help on 


his adventure, he at length found his 
way to the palace of the Inca (emper- 
or). Entering the palace as a trusted 
guest, Pizarro made the Inca a pris- 
oner, and under threat of death by 
torture forced the luckless prisoner to 
pay for freedom by a strange ransom. 


This ransom was no less than a 


huge roomful of gold. To gain this sum 
it was necessary to strip the sacred 
Peruvian temples of their golden orna- 
ments. The full amount, when It was 
at last turned over to Pizarro, was 
worth more tban $17,000,000 
Having 


secured this, he calmly murdered the

Surgical Triumph 


Baltimore. — After many week* of 


treatment the rebuilding of a little 
girl's chin and the restoration of her 
mouth to normal proportions after they 
had been terribly distorted by burns 
have been completed at the Johns Hop- 
kins hospital here. 


The child's clothing had taken fire 


while she was playing about a gas 
Btove, and the flesh on her face was 
seared to such an extent that when the 
wound healed only a small hole was 
left where the mouth had been. So 
small was the opening that the little 
finger could be inserted with difficulty. 
Nothing was Ipft of the chin but the 
bone and a covering of scarred flesh. 


The child's mother offered all the 


•kin necessary for grafting* but Uie 
Burgeon decided on another plan, 


A large flap of flesh was cut from the 


child's abdomen, one side being left at- 
tached to the body. Then a slit was 
made In the arm of the patient suffi- 
ciently lurge to allow the Insertion of 
the raised end of the flesh of the abdo- 
men. This was done to establish circu- 
lation In the abdominal flesh. 


After weeks that part of the flesh 


attached to the abdomen was cut and 
the child's arm with the flap of fleah 
growing to It was raised and the part 
that formerly had been Joined to the 
abdomen was joined to the lips and 
chin from which the seared flesh had 
been cut. 
For weeks blood flowed

from the child's arm Into the bridge of 
flesh from the abdomen and then Into 
the chin and lips. 
When circulation had been establish- 


ed the child's arm was cut from her 
chin and allowed to return to its nor 
mal place. 
The new flesh was then attached to 


the chin. A small bole had been cut In 
it to allow the child to be fed. Later 
a mouth was cut In the mass of flesh 
and then the chin was rounded out 


When the child was discharged from 


the hospital she could eat, talk and 
move her jaws as well as any of her 
companions. It Is only upon close ex- 
amination that the new chin can be 
discovered.

Wealth—wrung 
by 
torture and 


treachery—flowed fast Into his cof- 
fers. He had found no literal moun- 
tains of gold and caverns of gems. But 
he had discovered how just as great 
riches could be annexed through 
cruelty. His partner, Amalgro, shared 
to some extent in the prosperity and 
new-found power. This did not suit 
Plzarro. 
There were quarrels, and 


Amalgro was induced to lead an expe- 
dition against Chill. This was 
in 


July, 1535. The Indians took advantage 
of Amalgro's absence to attack 
Pl- 


zarro, but were unable, In spite of their 
vast numbers, to overcome him 


When Amalgro came back new 


quarrels broke out. And the two for- 
mer comrades at last came to open 
war. 
Amalgro was captured by Pl- 


zarro's troops and was put to death. 
But his followers kept up the strife 


On Sunday morning, June 26, 1541, 


a band of these men burst Into Pi/ar- 
ro's palace at Lima. Pizarro sprang 
up from 
his breakfast table, half 


armed, and flew at his assailants like 
a wild beast. He wag of gigantic sta- 
ture, and despite his sixty five years 
he was still a dangerous foe A fierce 
battle waged Three of the conspirators 
were slain by Plzarro before he fell, 
.mortally wounded, under a score of 
sword thrusts

ing. 
We are here not to mourn the 


death of Jonqnln Miller, but to rejoice 
that through his genius he still lives, " 


Colonel Irish then applied a torch to 


Hie oil soaked fagots on the pyre 
As 


rhe flames shot up he took the copper 
urn containing the poet's ashes and 
gave them to the fire Instantly a 
jealous wind whipped the ashes from 
the flumes and bore them away.

Forcefully the Pastor pointed out 


tlmt once Christian people, even Bible 
students, misunderstood this tost find 
read into it a conflicting thought, dis- 
honoring to God—read it as though it 
said that God so loved the world as to 
keep them from perishing, in order 
that the few, the saintly Elect, might 
attain to glory and look over the bat- 
tlements of Heaven and see all the re- 
mainder—Jews, heathen and the mass- 
es of Christendom—writhing in tor- 
ment to all eternity—unable to perish— 
forced to live. In order that they might. 
by their sufferings, entertain the more 
fortunate, who were guaranteed bliss 
to the full. 


What right did we ever have, said 


the Pastor, to thus put into the mouth 
of our Savior, as our creeds have done, 
words which He never uttered—words 
which are very untrue—indeed, a blas- 
phemy against our Maker! 


Light Shines Through the Fog, 


We are not faulting our forefathers 


Had we been in their place, doubtless 
we would have been 'is confuted as 
"were. they, and we might have indulged 
in heretic burning, etc. And had they 
lived iti our wonderful <lay of great 
light, knowledge, privilege, opportuni- 
ty, education. Iliblos 
t't<-.. doubtless 


they would have had as noble ideas as 
ourselves respecting Hie pioprietjes of 
Christian conduct and Divine conduct 
and I.m e and Justice. The P.ible tells 
us that Satan and his fallen angels are 
responsible for those terrible "doc- 
trines of demons" which have given 
thinking people such horrible night- 
mares, ami driven so many of them 
away from CJod and the P.ible. into un- 
belief, agnosticism, and even atheism. 


Let us re.joice in til" light of the bet- 


ter Day which has dawned 
Let us be- 


come P.ible students in tbi; highest 
sen«e of the term 
Never before has 


there been such an opportunity for 
knowing the real teaching of God's 
Book—what it does contain and what 
it does not contain. We linve the Bi- 
ble, concordances and helps, and wo 
have the general education which per- 
mits us to study them. 
Our forefa- 


thers labored against lack of education, 
time, lack of Hibles, and lack of good 
artificial light. 


What the Word Perish Means.

shall p<>ri«h like brute l>eiists, made to 
Tie taken and destroyed: and the state- 
ment through the P s i l m i - t . "All the 
wicked -win (;(,d destroy " 
ITo\\ lurid 


these simple \\ords became before our 
Inflamed and perverted imaginations: 
How some of us t a u g the changes on 
these Hil'ie terms hi a vain attempt to 
drho men toward God through fear. 
When GM d<- ( hire-, t h . t He does i,,if 


want siv .1 to como and has no pleasure 
whatever In their wor-.hip or service! 


Did !.<>t .ler.us toll us that the Father 


seeUcth -'.it'll to worship Him as wor- 
uMp Him in spirit and in truth? (John 
4•!?:;,> 
And our perversions of the 


Divine Word and Plan, only helped; 
men away from God to such misun- 
rtershinding of Him that they could 
not worship Him in spirit and in truth, 
niul, at inost. could worship only iu 
form and ceremony. 


The Pastor told of an experience he 


had in India. 
Some of the higher 


caste Hindoos, wholly unapproachable 
by the missionaries, heard that he wis 
preaching a more reasonable message. 
They came, entreating him for further 
meetings, declaring their respect for 
fho intelligence of Christians, but that 
they could not believe ttie doctrines 
usually preached. They could, not b&- 
ueve in a UCKI so unjust, so unmerci- 
ful, so wicked that He would torment 
them and their forefathers through all 
eternity because they did not believe 
i>n Jesus, when they had not so much 
:'s heard of Him. They said that their 
god< i^ore not so unjust; for they for- 
bade men to torture even dumb brutes. 
They preferred to hold on to the rea- 
sonable gods of their fathers rather 
than to believe in the unjust one 
pre.u'hed by the missionaries. 


Can we blame-them? asked the Pas- 


tor. On the contrary, he admitted that 
in the past himself and other Chris- 
tians had seriously misinterpreted the 
Bible. He urged his hearers to study. 
the Bible itself and to ignore the un- 
reasonable teachings which are driving 
men away from the Bible and the God 
which it presents. 


I'astor Russell found that the heath- 


en do not really worship the idols, but 
through tin- idols seek to worship an 
unseen deity. 
At tirst he wondered 


that they could bow before such hide- 
ous, awkard. vicious-looking images. 
Then the thought came to him. that 
these poor heathen had formulated 
their gods of clay, stone, bronze, etc.. 
hut that we Christians had formulated 
ours differently—instead of using ma- 
terial substances we merely construct- 
ed ideals and described them, and that 
from this viewpoint, the creedal pic- 
tures of the God of Love are farther 
astray than the images of stone, wood, 
etc. 


Import of the Text. 


Look critically at our text. Exercise 


the gray matter of your brains. What 
does it really say? It corroborates the 
account in Genesis 2, as explained by 
St. Paul in Romans 0:12-18. By one 
man's disobedience sin entered into 
the world and death as the result of 
sin, and death passed upon all men, 
because all men are sinners—by herdi- 
ty. This death penalty has been car- 
rying down our race to the tomb for 
six thousand years. The present death 
rnte Is about ninety thousand per day. 
The declaration of the Bible Is that 
these all would have perished—would 
have had no more future existence than 
a brute—had it not been for God's com- 
passionate mercy, "The great Love 
with which He loved us" while we 
were yet sinners.—Ephesians 2:4. 5. 


Our text comes in here, and assures 


us that this salvation of mankind fr«m 
perishing comes only through God's 
Love and Mercy, operating through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. We ask, What did 
our Lord Jesus do for the race? 
The 


Bible promptly answers. "Christ died 
for our sins according to the Scrip 
tures"; "Jesus Christ by the grace of 
G')d tasted death for every man"; "He 
poured out His soul unto death"; He 
made "His soul an offering for sin."—1 
Corinthians I."::}; Hebrews 2:9; Isaiah 
03:10, 12. 


Let us note carefully that as pcri.*hinri 


does not me.-,n eternal torture, so the 
Redemption price which Jesus gave is 
not eternal torture nor purgatorial suf- 
fering. ]t\\t—ilriith. "Christ flirt] for the 
ungodly." other Scriptures toll us that

tan in support of his lie, "Ye shall uot 
surely die," and In contradiction of the 
Lord's Word. "The soul that sitmotu it 
shall die."-K!-,ekiel 18:4, 20. 


Now we remember that Jesus plain- 


ly said, "No man hath ascended up to 
Heaven." Now we remember that nei- 
ther Lazarus nor any awakened from 
death hail any tales to tell respecting 
the tilings seen or heard -when dead. 
Now we remember the particular dec- 
laration of God's Word, "The dead 
know not anything:." Now we remem- 
ber that the Scriptures teach that the 
dead are asleep — our own. unconscious- 
ness every night being an illustration 
to UP. if we^ad only heeded the Word 
»f God instead of the word of men. 
Now we sep that the death state is call- 
ed a sleep, because of God's intention 
to have a great awakening, or resurrec- 
tion of the dead. It will come in the 
morning of the New Dispensation. 


The One who died for man's sin is to 


be the great Restorer who will awaken 
nli the sleeping ones. Did lie not Il- 
lustrate this at His First Advent and 
thus show forth the glories of His com- 
ing Kingdom? 
Did He not declare 


that .Talrtis" daughter was asleep, and 
awaken her? 
And did He not say. 


"Lazarus sleepeth.'' and awoken him? 
He did not resurrect any of these. 
Thej were merely awakened — and be- 
fore the time for the general awaken- 
ing. Hence they fell asleep again. A 
great awakening Day. however, is near 
at band, the Pastor declared. 


lie carried hi^hearers t/ack to the 


remote past. iR remindw! them of 
the record respecting Abraham, that 
he slept with bis fathers. 
He asked 


who the fathers were and where they 
*lept. and replied that they were hea- 
then. 
He asked whether they could 


sleep in Heaven, or whether they 
could sleep In so warm a place as Pur- 
gatory Is supposed to be. or in the still 
more unreasonable hell. He took It for 
granted, apparently, that his hearers 
agreed with him that sleep under such 
conditions would be impossible, and 
that the only conclusion must be that 
they slept In death. 


The I'astor reminded them that simi- 


lar expressions were used in respect to 
the good and bad kings and judges and 
prophets. They were gathered to their 
fathers, they slept with their fathers. 
Similarly, when St. Stephen was stoned 
to death, we read that "he fell on 
sleep." He cited St. Paul as teaching 
that all the Church will sleep, except 
those who are alive at the time of the 
Second Coining of Jesus: "We shall not 
a!! sleep, but we shall all be changed." 
He quoted Jesus" words. "All that are 
in the graves shall hear His [Jesus'] 
voice and shall come forth" — the faith- 
ful, 
the saintly, to a resurrection of 


life— perfection, honor; the remainder 
of mankind unto a resurrection of trial, 
testing.— 1 Corinthians 15:51. 


Without the death of Jesus, said the 


Pastor, all of the race would be per- 
ished, and only in the 
resurrection 


hnve we any ground whatever for be- 
lieving in n salvation from death. Only 
because Christ died is there an oppor- 
tunity for the Church during this Gos 
pel Ago to respond to a "high calling" 
to the. Divine nature. Likewise only 
through the merit of Christ's denth 
will the world of mankind be saved 
from perishing and have an opportu- 
nity during Messiah's Kingdom to be 
recovered from sin and death condi- 
tions, 
from 
ignorance, superstition, 


etc.— from the tomb. 


Gradually they will be raised up, up.

In the flesh, ultimately to enjoy Him

tion." The Greek word here, he said. 
is krisix, and has not in it the slightest 
suggestion of fire or torture or suffer- 
ing. 
The Revised Version renders this 


verse 
properly — "a 
resurrection of 


judgment." 


Only "Ha That Believeth." 


I am not forgetting, said tho speak- 


er, that our text proffers Divine bless 
ings only to believers. 
Neither am I 


forgetting that only a few are believ- 
ers In the Scriptural sense now. Sta- 
tistics mention four hundred millions 
of Christians; but, as we all know, this 
includes practically everybody in Ku- 
rope and America, with a few In Asia 
and Africa 
It includes many in pris 


ons and insane asylums, penitentiaries, 
etc-.

of nearly fifteen million dollars, and 
'!• today the largest and most beauti- 
ful meeting place of any legislative- 
body in the world. It was formerly 
known as the Palace at Westminster 
and was the home of a number of 
Kngland'* rulers before the time of 
Henry VIII. This monarch practical? 
ly gave up possession of the splendid 
palace vhen. 4ie moved to Whitehall. 
the Weotmlnster Palace to the 
Commons and great offices of 


» . 


i The beginning of Parliament House 
dates back to the days of King Canute. 
•who when he came to the throne of 
England took under his protection the 
abbey and monastery of St. Peter's 
at 'Westminster adjacent to the palace. 
In.lOBS a part of thla palace was de- 
stroyed by flre but it was soon rebuilt. 
Additions were made in the succeed- 
ing reigns, notably by William Rufus 
to whom the existence of the present 
Oreet Hall is due. Henry III added 
other apartments and redecorated the 
dd ones. Nearly all of the Plantaga- 
jlet Kings spent large sums on its ex- 
tension and decoration. Several times 
It was partly destroyed, but this al- 
vays resulted in the parts being re- 
built on a larger scale and decorated 
In 
fik more 1 eautiful fashion. 
The 


most extensive alterations were made 
during the reign of Edward II. The 
Cfourts of Law and offices of the High 
Tree-surer and Lord Chancellor were 
rebuilt. The extent of the Palace at 
that period can be realized when it Is 
known that it covered the whole of 
the site between Westminster Abbey 
and the river. » 


From the reign of Henry VIII the 


building at Westminster ceased to be 
* royal palace and all the succeeding 
events which occurred there are re- 
corded in .Parliamentary history. As 
time .went oh more' space was required 
for the transaction of business and ad- 


. . flit Ions were added from time to time. 


caused the accumulation of a lot

of lumber In the cellars and an order 
was issued that it be burned in the 
grates. 
While this order was being 


carried out on October 10th, 1834. a 
flue was set on flre and notwithstand- i 
Ing th&t every effort was made to 
quench the flames the entire palace 
with the exception of the Great Hall 
was destroyed. Many of the pictures 
and articles of furniture were saved, 
but the historic old buildings repre- 
senting the architecture of several 
centuries were swept away. The tra- 
ditions, however, did not perish, for 
the rules and regulations of Parlia- 
ment are the same today as they were 
centuries ago for no country clings 
to antiquated customs with a greater 
tenacity than Great Britain. 
As soon 


as the site could be cleared designs 
for a new building were Invited, and 
one hundred and eight were submitted 
by English" architects. A Parliamen- 
tary Commission was appointed to de- 
cide upon the style of architecture, 
and after much wrangling among its 
members the drawings that were sub- 
mitted by Sir Charles Barry were se- 
lected. The design is based upon *he 
Sixteenth Century Gothic style with 
some modern additions. 
Barry was 


hampered by suggestions from the 
Commission from time to time, but 
he finally succeeded in having one 
of the most beautiful buildings in the 
world erected. Certainly as a speci- 
men of modern Gothic architecture it 
excels ant-thins" in existence tr-rfa-tf

The throne, cover <M) with » «Ud|M| 
canopy, is at th'e Houth tnd'*f *»• 
room. 
On tho left is the Qu«en'« 


throne, and on the right is * lower 
throne for the Prince of Wales. Th» 
seats on either aide are reserved for 
Ambassadors and other distinguished 
guests. Directly In front Is the "Wool- 
sack" on wl.ich tho Lord Chancellor 
sits, and at the other end is the Bar

»bove are two galleries—a small one 
or favored visitors and another for 
he reporters.

The House of Commons is a much 


smaller and plainer apartment than 
he House of Lords but none the less 
recreating, for it was here that the 
great Gladstone used to speak ana 
when in power dominated the policy 
of England. There, too. Disraeli, that 
suave crafty statesman, forced Parlia- 
ment to do hl» bidding many time* 
The Speaker's Chair takes the plac« 
of the throne, and the mac« which 
rests on the table before him »s the 
symbol of the dignity and privilege of 
the House of Commons. This room 
was first used in 1862 and has been 
the scene of many stirring events. 
Westminster, or the Great Hall, is 


one of the show places of London. 
It is said to be the largest hall in 
the world with a timber roof unsup- 
ported and was built by William Rufus 
and enlarged by Richard II. In 1830 
It was discovered that parts of the 
roof were decaying and this was re- 
stored by the use of oak lumber taken 
from some of the discarded English 
battleships. 
„,„» 
The Courts of Justice on the west 
side of the Hall are interesting from 
the fact that ICings and Queens have 
been on trial within their walla. 
It 


was in these rooms in 1617 that three 
Queens—Katherine of Aragon, Mar- 


of Scotland and Mary of France

Visitors are shown through the 


building on Saturday, and ample time 
is allowed for a thorough Inspection 
of the beautiful furnishings and dec- 
orations of the rooms. 
During the 
sessions of Parliament It is almost im- 


I possible to gain admittance as. the 
| accommodation for visitors is so Hm- 
j.ited that members are compelled to 
'ballot each day for the right of 
| issuing visitors' tickets. 
Parliament 
usual'y soes in session about two 
o'clock and closes at midnight. 
The 
visitors' entrance Is by the royal stair- 
case under the Victoria Tower which 


door on the right opens into the 
King's Robing Hoom. 
This apart- 
ment is rich in frescoes illustrating 
tho legend of King Arthur. 
At the 
recent opening of Parliament King 
George V used this chamber when he 
donned his robe and crown for the 
procession which passed through the 
Royal Gallery to the House of Lords. 
There is nothing particularly note- 
worthy In this Gallery except the 
two large frescoes "The Death of Nel- 
son" and "The Meeting of Wellington 
and Blucher After Waterloo." 
It would be useless to attempt to 


describe In detail the benuties of these 


apartments, and the writer must

content to tell only of the things which 
seem to please the average traveler 
and the House of Lords is one of 
these. It has been called the "Gilded 
Chamber," and justly, too, for it is 
certainly the moat gorgeous apart- 
ment in the whole building. It Is 
lighted by twelve stained glass win- 
dows containing portraits of the Kings 
and Queens of England. In the niches 
between the windows are statues of 
the baro-ns who compelled King John 
to sign Magna Charta. Red morocco 
benches are used to seat the five 
hundred and flft;- .noble Lords who 


—pleaded with Henry VIII for mercy 
! toward the four hundred and eighty 


i men concerned in the "Rising of the 
Prentices." 
Thomas Wentworth, the 


Kurl of Strafford, was tried there in 
1649 while Illng Charles I and his 
Queen were seated behind a curtain 


i listening to the case. 
Less than a 
year later King Charles himself was 
brought to trial as a "tyrant traitor 
and murderer." 
Warren Hastings 


was tried before the Court in this 
building in 1788. In 1882 the Courts 
were moved from this place to the 
Royal Courts of Ju-tice Building on 
the Strand.
